Two years ago he published 
an article on the "Twentieth-Century 
Religion." ami sinee th- new year 
oj>ene<l the American I.'iiitarian Ass->- 
eiatlon has iBsucd another of Or. 
Eliot's articles on the name theme. Ills 
pronouncements show hitn a "very poor 
theologian,'" thinks Dr. Charles A. 
Eaton, of the Madison Avenue Bap- 
tist Church. Some of the points on 
which Dr. Eliot's faith illffers from or- 
thodoxy are stated In this paragraph: 

"Hud did not make man out of the 
dust of the ground. God >lifl not turn 
stone-mason and givn Into the hands of 
Moses tho Ten Commandments, Neither 
<li'l the mm stand still for Joshua. Nei- 
ther did Jonah ko through his thrilling 
experience In the closed quarters of the 
whale." 

There are no miracles, dogmas, or 

■ reeds m Dr. Kl lot's new religion. "Men 

■ ■! sel» nee," he declares, "have no faith 
In niHgic or miracles." lie writes: 

No thinking person now accepts ns 
anything hut primitive myth or r.me!- 
lul poetry the story of the Garden of 
Kden or the portrait of God in the sec- 
ond chapter of Genesis as a being who

"The Creator is lor modern man a 
sleepless, active energy and will, which 
yesterday, to-day. and forever actuates 
all things as the human spirit actuates 
its own body, so small anil yet so In- 
conceivably complex, 

"Ity savage man the gods were re 
cognized chiefly in ihe irresistible ca- 
tastrophles of nature, in the lightning, 
the earthquakes, the Hood ami the 
drought, the volcano ami the mlglitv 
mind . 

"Twentieth-century people reeofriiizn 
God chiefly In the wonderful energies 
of sound, light, anil electricity, in the 
vital process of plants and animals. In 
human love anil aspirations, and in the 
evolution ot human society." 

The New York "Herald." which prints 
in a Boston dispatch, thuse excerpts 
that have set the clergymen talking, 
gives also, whether In Dr. Eliot's words 
or not, these other characteristic*, 

"Christ will he the supremo teacher. 

"The Church of the future will have 
more reverence for the personality of 

Jesus. 

"It will prefer liberty to authority. 

"It will se»- neither deities nor demons 
in the forces and processes of nature. 

"It will rob death of Its terror. 

"It will dwell on gooodncss, life, and 
truth. 

"The brotherhood of man will lie its 
outcome." 

Dr. Eliot has an advocate in Dr. 
Thomas Van Ness, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Church (Unitarian), Boston. The 
New York Herald gives Ills views In 
these words: 

"The Church of the future. Dr. Rli.it 
says, will prefer liberty to authority. I 
agree with him, Tin- minute you be- 
lleve in democracy you believe In lib- 
erty. If you believe in Romanism you 
believe in authority. Dr. Elliot's whole 
Idea is In decided accord with the prin- 
ciples of democracy. The coming bai- 
lie of the future Is to be between lib- 
erty and authority, and it must be 
fought. If the United Stales Is to con- 
tinue as a democracy It can only do so 
because we are all related as brothers 

of our Pother and have a feeling of kin- 
ship for each other. 

"The higher conception you have of 
God tlie |,ss you will believe in mir- 
acles. The more you have conlldonce In 
the absolute rectitude of God the less 
will you believe that he will break his 
laws or that he works by interference 
or miracles. .Man Is dependable only in 
so far as you can trust him. If he 
agrees to do certain things and vio- 
lates Ills word, you lose failli In him. 

"I agree with Dr. Ellol when he snjs 
that a belief In religion as It should be 
accepted will rob death of Its terror". 
If you believe that God's life is eternal, 
as St. Paul said that 'the Spirit of God 
dwclleth within us,' the moment yon 
get that absolutely fixed in your mind, 
It Is of no Importance whether Jesus 
arose from I he dead or not. The story 
of Jesus arising from the dead Is but 
one of the childlike concfptinns which 
have no basis In faet. It Is one of those 
beautiful Ideas that have grown up like 
Santa Claus. that had a value once, 
but for which there Is no longer need. 
Dr. Eliot is right when he says that 



Religion is essentially a personal mal- 
lei'. The only adequate definition •( 
religion is thai It deals with tho rela- 
tion between man and God. It makes' 
no difference what content Is given' 
to the term, God, if the wind means 
anything at all to a man, ho must as- 
sume some relation toward tin: Being 
it slgnltles. 

Whatever weaknesses may be Inher- 
ent In the hypothesis of God, it certain- 
ly provides a more satisfactory solu- 
tion to the problem of life than does 
the materialistic theory; and responds 
to those needs and longings or the hu- 
man heart, which are despised and 
trampled on by any atheistic system or 
philosophy, 

We may lake it, then, that the heart 
or "soul" of man, his religious instinct, 
can only be satlslicd by the working- 
out or development of a system of re- 
ligion, for It has been proven by stu- 
dents ol religion that there ure broad 
fundamental principles upon which tho] 
religious experience of all men is bas- 
ed, and certain doctrines thai are prac- 
tically uniform or standard in all rcli- 1 
gtons. 

The development 01 the conception ofl 
God, the Creator, may be studied not 
only in the historical records of the 
i>!d Testament, ami other ancient lit-| 
eratures. hut the truth of these records 
Is proven by the fact that at the pre- 
sent day, practically every variety of 
religious belief, from that which incar- 
nates God in images and sees llim In I 
clouds and storms to the highest con- 
ception of civilized man. Is represented 
by some members of tho human family. 
There are tribes of savages living to- 
day whose religious beliefs cannot bt: 
inure primitive than the Hrst groplngs 
of primeval man toward the. Infinite 
Source of Life. 

We do not believe that religion is a 
static tind' finite system, that religious 
development has ceased, and that wej 
have now only to adjust' ourselves to- 
ward a definite religious schema of 
things. Wc believe that to a certain 
extent the religious experience of the 
human race must be undergone by ev- 
ery Individual In his own life, and that 
he should not stop when he has passed 
through the different phases of experi- 
ence, but should try to make some con- 
tribution to religion which will make 
it easier for those who will follow him 
on the same path. 

In the did Testament we And :. 'Ter- 
ences to the principle of Atonement, at) 
a very early dale. Without dwelling' 
upon the crude, almost commercial 
Conception that the early Jewish IrlbesJ 
had of God, wc must understand their 
belief in this principle of Atonement 
iu order to appreciate the Influence it, 
had upon Christianity; In the book of 
Leviticus, there may be fourni a won- 
dcrfully detailed group of laws, ivlllchl 
prescribe the penalty or trespass-of- 
fering for almost every kind of trans-, 
gresslon. The offering or sacrifice for 
sin on the part of a priest was different 
from that required to atone for thai of 
a ruler or a commoner. For example, 
the sixth chapter of Leviticus, we read 
that il" a man sinned wittingly he was 
to bring a ram without a blemish, "and 
tlie priest shall make an atonement 
for him before the Lord: and It shall 
be forgiven him for any thing of all 
that he hath done in trespassing there- 
in." In the sixteenth chapter of Lc- 
vlticus Is the well-known law regard- 
ing the scapegoat: "And Aaron shall 
lay both his hands upon' the head of 
the live goat, and confess over him all 



thO Iniquities Of the children of Israel, 

and all the transgressions iu all then- 
sins, putting them upon the head of 
the goaL. and shall send him away b) 
the hand of a tit man into tho wilder- 
ness," in Numbers, chapter XVI,, we 
read thai Aaron made an atonement 
for the people by burning incense. 

This doctrine is so frequently men- 
tioned In the Old Testament that it 
must be regarded as one of the funda- 
mentals ol the Jewish religion: and 
therefore one In Which every Jewish 
scholar would he deeply Instructed. 

It Is t her fora not surprising that 
when Paul began a study of the tacts 
in the Life of I'hrist, lie was led to 
graft upon the simple teachings ot 
Christ tlie ancient Jewish doctrine of 
Atonement, anil to develop the .log- 
malic system of Christianity which has 
unquestionably been the greatest 
stumbling block to tin' progress of the 
spirit of Christ in the world. 

Jesus i'hrist had faith III tlie lovel 
and mercy of God, whom he called Pa-, 

ther; Paul, while partly accepting Hits 
belief, reverted to the conception of 
God as an angry Judge, a mighty llul- 
cr, whose laws bail been broken by I 
humanity ami who required a sacrifice 
In order fo satisfy his sense of Jus- 
tice, Just us lb' was about to wipe

FOOD OV OTHER DAYS. 

Pew persons ever stop to think 
about it, but it Is n fact that there 
are changing fashions In foods Just an 
In clothes. Por instance, way back in 
the Middle Ages in aîugland many 
vegetables were eaten wlbch have 
long since disappeared from tho ta- 
ble, such as violet leaves mixed with 

yotlarg nettle«, thistles and green 
wheat, and boiled hemp seeds. 

Salads were made of mallow leaves, 
celery roots and purslane mixed with 
salt and pepper, for oil was almost 
unknown. Olive oil wns considered 
to smack of effeminacy and Italian 
luxury. Horse radish sauce was used 
instead by those who craved strength 
and good, red blood. 

Tbe potatoe revolutionized the fare 
of the poor, who had formerly to rely 
on the roots of wild plants. The var- 
iety of meats was larger, including 
beavers. Spices and arnrmatlcs were 
much sought after and far more used 
for cooking In olden days than they 
are now. 

Ginger and nutmeg were used to 
flavor many dishes that have now 
vanished from our tablée. And for- 
tunately tlie dishes of small birds of 
all kinds that were, en essential fea- 
ture of a dinner havo also gone out 
of fashion. We no longer bake black 
birds and finches in pies.

presented, Including Puccini's latest 
opera, "The Girl or the Gulden West." 
This production will bo of particular 
Interest because the leading soprano 
role, Minnie, will be sung hero by 
Jeanne Brola, who was selected by 
the composer himself to fill tho part 
when (jutnlan first presented It in 
London, and whose work on that oc- 
casion created a furore. 

Probably the chief interest In the 
Qulnlan Company's season here, how 
ever, lies In the promised production 
of Wagner's stupendous work, "The 
King of the NlobelUngs." But lew 
cities have been privileged to hear this 
•groat cyolo of music dramas, and 
Montreal music lovers are to bo con- 
gratulated on the opportunity which Is 
given thorn as a result of the enter- 
prise of the young Irish imprcssarlo. 

The chief barrier to the production 
of "The Ring" is tho Inevitable ex- 
pense entailed, for It must be done 
well, or left alone altogether. As few 
modern theatres are large enough to 
accommodate audiences big enough to 
enable the prices of scabs to lie kept 
down to the ordinary operatic levels, 
It necessarily follows that a perform- 
ance of* "The Ring" cannot on finan- 
cial grounds make the widespread ap- 
peal that it otherwise would. 

Richard Wagner wrote "The King of 
the Niebelungs" after many years of 
study and hard preparatory work, It 
was written as u Festival Play or 
three days, with a prelude, or "fore- 
evening" called "The Rhlnegold." For 
many years it was performed only 
at Iluyrouth. 

Waxtner was the great reformer of 
opera, although he had. his predeces- 
sors in the task, notable among Whom 
was GJuck. But it was Wagner more 
thnn any othor composer who fought 
openly for the elevation of opera and 
who in 'his great works endeavored to 
exemplify the Ideals for which h» 
fought. Being, moreover, not only a 
musician of gigantic genius, but a 
man keenly Interested In social, po- 
litical and philosophical problems, he 
possessed an additional advantage 
over musicians who lived merely an 
artistic life. In "Tho Iting" the dig- 
nity of tbeme and treatment is con- 
npiououu. It must be regarded as un 
attempt to deal with the groat modern 
problem of the power and the curse 
of wealth; tho warfare between the 
greed for gold and tho other ond no- 
bler pussions of mankind, summed up 
in "The King," under the name of 
"Love." 

The gods Wotan, Pricka and tho 
rest represent the ruling intellect and 
ostensibly "moral" people in modern 
society; the "giants," Kiifner and Ka- 
•oll, a lower type, unimaginative, lit* 
borlous but honest; thu "dwarfs," AI- 
be-rlch und Mime, a brutish type, dead 
to all the higher aspirations of human- 
ity. Thus tho story of "Tho King" 
1s the story of tho feuds nnd compli- 
cations which arose between these, 
three classes owing to the curse of 
Gold and the final disaster to the 
system of civilization amid which tho 
curse had become so potent.
